“Much has been heard of the 
word ‘democracy’ in this city for

We are not all sure which is the 
right road to travel, but we are 
sure of the reason and meaning of 
our journey.

Throughout 1943 virtually every 
meeting in the calendar has been 
more successful than the cor- 
responding event in previous 
years, and there has been. no 
sign up to the present that the 
attendance peak-point has been 
reached, It is illegal to journey 
to a -race-course by motor-car, 
and special trains ara so rare 
and so crowded that there is no 
comfort in travel by rail.
